On motion the action, whereby the Report of the Committee on 
Conference Relations was adopted, was reconsidered and the report was 
re-committed for further consideration of the case of R. L. Phillips. 

The Report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance was read 
and adopted as follows: 

REPORT ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference, 

December, 1902: 

As to the duty of the Church to observe and obey the Divine in- 
junction to “Remember the Sabbath da}% to keep it holy” there can 
he no question. Nor can there be any question as to the duty of 
Christians to contribute by precept, as well as by example, by vote and 
by voice to the enforcement of the laws, human, as well as Divine, 
looking to the permanent recognition of the Sabbath day, not only as 
a holy day, but as a day of rest from physical and mental toil and 
frivolous past-time. Even viewed as a Seventh day upon which all of 
Cod’s creatures should desist from labor, simply as a day of rest, our 
duty as a Church and as a Christian people is plain. 

While we, as a nation, proudly boast of our American Sabbath 
and constantly warn our people of the dangers of the destruction of the 
institution, yet it is sadly true that we as a nation are retrograding in 
the observance of the day, and in many localities even in our own 
State, allowing foreign ideas on the subject to gradually gain a foot- 
hold, and no longer look upon the flagrant, open violations of our laws 
on the subject as formerly. 

We are glad to know, however, that there has been in recent years, 
a great awakening on the subject, and that through organization and 
co-operation, we may now see signs of promise. Notable among the 
great movements^ looking to the preservation of the Lord’s Day in our 
country, is the Sunday League of America, an inter-denominational 
organization of Christian men, and one not only recognized and endors- 
ed by our General Conference, but which numbers among its managers 
and directors, four of the Bishops and other eminent ministers of our 
Church, This League, though not a Methodist institution, demanding 
our allegiance as a Church, is, nevertheless, one that deserves and 
should have our co-operation and active support. 

We therefore believe it to be the duty of this Conference to work 
in harmony with its plans and to contribute in every way possible to 
the accomplishment of its great objects.

The following Report of the Board on the American Bible Society 
was read and adopted; pending its adoption Dr. G. D. French, Field 
Agent for the Society, addressed the Conference relative to his work: 

REPORT OF BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

Your Board, to whom was committed the sacred interest of the 
Bible cause, report as follows: 

Having abiding faith in the truth and authenticity of the Word of 
God, and in the fidelity and efiBciency of the American Bible Society, 
we are glad to be able to state that that Society was never more pros- 
perous than now. During the year ending March 31st, 1902, it has 
collected from all sources more than $433,000, and sent out from its 
presses more than 1,700,000 Bibles and parts of Bibles, translated in 
100 tongues. More than 1,000,000 of these went to the foreign field. 
Half of these books were published at the Bible House, and the larger 
part of the other half were published in China, Japan, Siam, Syria, 
and Turkey. 

Notwithstanding this prosperity, the Society never needed money 
more than now; for this is an age of Protestant missions. Never 
has the Church of God, in all her branches, so determinedly 
resolved to give the gospel to all men. The missionary army is 
now massing on the frontier for the conquest of the world. In their 
efforts to save the world, they are constantly acquiring new languages 
and dialects into which the Word of God must be translated, then pub- 
lished and circulated among the people. Not to speak of other lands, 
in the Philippine Islands alone, there are 50 tongues into which the 
Holy Scriptures must be put. The same activity characterizes the 
home field as well as the fields beyond the seas. The Society has ap- 
pointed a negro minister of good ability as special agent among the 
negroes of the South, to see that no home among the negroes is with- 
out a copy of the Word of God. This will cost much money; and ap- 
peals especially to us. We must help the colored people, if from no 
higher motive, than self defense. The Society makes it possible for any 
one to have a Bible. They can be bought from 15c to as much as one 
wishes to pay. We are glad to report that the Mississippi Conference 
has paid for this Conference year $776.45: last year it paid $738.00, 
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which is an increase of $38.45. We specially commend the Seashore 
District for paying the full assessment. We recommend the follow- 
ing for your adoption: 

1st. That the Conference be assessed the sum ot $1,000.00 to be 
apportioned as follows to the several Districts:

Dear Brethren — We, your Committee on Publishing Interests, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

OUR publishing HOUSE. 

We note with pleasure that our Publishing House continues to 
prosper. According to the report of the Book Agents for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1902, the total volume of business done at 
Nashville and at Dallas is slightly in excess of half a million dollars, 
while the net sales show an increase over last year of $20,582.90. The 
net gain in assets, after deducting a loss of $2,234 40 on the Methodist 
Review and $6,966.98 on the Epworth Era and League Depart- 
ment, is $30,799.69. Our Publishing House is doing a magnificent 
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and momentous work, and our pastors can render inestimable service 
to the Church and to the cause of Christianity by diligently co-operating 
with our Book Agents in disseminating edifying literature and in 
circulating our own excellent publications.

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FOURTH DAY— MEMORIAL SESSION. 

Natchez, Miss , Dec. 14, 1902. 

The Confereace met in the Jefferson Street Church at 3 p. m., T. 
R. Holloman, by the request of the Bishop, in the chair. A hymn was 
sung and F. M. Williams led in prayer. 

After the ordination of Elders, Question Nineteen was called: 
“What preachers have died during the present year?” Answer: R. J. 
Jones, J. H. Holland, J. P. Drake and J. W. Harmon. 

The Memoir of R. J. Jones was read by E. H. Mounger; that of 
J H. Holland by J. S. Parker; that of J. P. Drake by D. C. Lang- 
ford, and that of J. W. Harmon by H. W. Featherstun. Remarks 
were made by H. W. Featherstun, C. A. Powell and J. T. Nicholson. 

The Memoirs of our deceased brethren were adopted as follows: 

REV. R. J. JONES 

Ransom Julaney Jones was born in Jasper county. Miss., March 
25, 1837, the son of Ransom J. Jones and Effie Mclnnis. His father, 
whose name he bore, was for many years a conspicuous member of the 
Mississippi Conference and a tower of strength for the Church. The 
home in which he was reared was the scene of large hospitality, and 
was made sacred by earnest and joyful religion. He was brought up 
in the country with all the influences and associations of farm life, 
learning self-reliance therefrom, and in close contact with nature. The 
riches of that inheritance he bore conspicuousl}^ through his life. 

He came to a conscious and jo3Tul experience of the religious life 
in his fifteenth yesLY, when he became a member of the Church . 

His education, pursued mainly at Pleasant Hill Academy, was 
extensive and thorough. Many boys and young men were trained, 
there, some of whom became eminent in Church and State. He 
ranked with the best in intelligence and application to study, and in 
manly’ character. He easily excelled in Mathematics and Latin. The 
traits there manifested went with him through life, so that always and 
everywhere he was the true gentleman, without reproach and without 
guile. 

After leaving school, a few months were spent by him in teaching, 
a pursuit for which he had great aptitude. 

When twenty-one years of age, he married Miss Sarah F. Mounger, 
the daughter of Hon. Henry Mounger, a distinguished lawyer and 
jurist of East Mississippi. In the same year he was licensed to preach, 
and in December of that year, 1858, he was admitted on trial in the 
Mississippi Conference. Then followed a life service rich in all that 
constitutes a faithful and efficient pastorate, and a wise and fruitful 
ministry. The service of his first year was given to the slaves, but 
afterward he ministered to many of the most cultivated congregations 
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within our borders. His fields of service comprised Holmes and Rich- 
land Circuits, and Starkville, now in the Nortli Mississippi Conference, 
and also 'IVenton and Paulding Circuits, and Canton, Meridian, Bran- 
don, Moss Point, Vicksburg, Yazoo City, West Jackson and Crystal 
Springs. Besides, for five years he filled most acceptably the office of 
Presiding Elder of the Meridian District. 

As a minister, he was greatly honored and beloved . All classes 
of people were attracted to him . Through all of his career he had the 
faculty of drawing to himself in a remarkable degree the young people 
of his congregations No man ever had a wider or more attached 
circle of friends. 

His preaching was strong, scriptural and earnest, setting forth 
especially the deeper thiugs of Christian experience. He was indeed a 
scribe, instructed unto the Kingdom of Heaven, who brought forth out 
of his treasury things new and old . 

He had a commanding form, a fine personal presence, and also in 
the pulpit he excelled in the graces of manner. Withal, he was most 
assiduous in the discharge of duty, so that the Churches grew and 
prospered under his administration. Till the last he was a student; 
he read largely and well, constantly supplying himself with the best 
books. A modest, quiet, refined gentlemen, he did not talk of 
himself. 

Bishop Galloway bears this testimony to him: “He was free 

from all self-seeeking. All his ambitions were for the cause he 
espoused, the Church he loved, the flag he followed. Self was sub- 
ordinated to service. 

Though not without proper self appreciation, conscious of his 
strength as well as his limitations, he sought first the Kingdom of God 
and its upbuilding. With a loving, 103 a!, obedient spirit he accepted 
' the task assigned him and sought to do his work in the spirit of his 
Master. He was a man of remarkable prudence. Singularly free from 
rashness of speech and conduct, and always generous and brotherly in 
spirit, I doubt if he ever had many occasions to apologize for a hast}^ 
word or even to correct a wrong impression. He never harbored 
resentments. I have no doubt that he died as he had lived, without 
the thinnest veil between him and the heart of any human being. If 
wrong was ever done him, he never repeated or paraded it. In his 
own heart it died, overcome by the goodness of his great soul. 

He was an eminently wise counselor. His was a judicial tempera- 
ment. 

When all the facts were presented I would accept his opinion oh 
any proposition almost as readily as any man I have ever known. But 
he was most conspicuous for the admirable poise of his character, 
the even balance of faculties, which gave charming symmetry and 
beautiful simplicity to his life.” 
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All who knew him well will concur in this estimate of his character. 
It may be said of him that no man had a greater regard for the rights 
of others or was more respectful toward them, no man carried himself 
with greater propriety, no man with superior dignity, or more winning 
manners, or more blameless life. He had the enduring basis ot all 
high character, and that was, stainless integrity and ardent love of the 
truth. 

He was strong physically, intellectually and morally. Gentleness 
and manliness were beautifully blended in his nature. He did not 
live for himself; but for his country, his family, for the cause of Christ 
and humanity. 

It was granted him in the providence of God, to hew out a noble 
history, and after a life well finished, rounding up forty-three years 
of itinerant service, he passed to the company of heroic souls, the 
patient and prevailing ones; who having lived nobly here are at rest 
forever. Love consecrated his latest hours, and in death he saluted the 
spotless majesty of the risen Christ. On the twenty-fourth of Decem- 
ber, 1901, in Crystal Springs, Miss., he fell asleep, exchanging the 
resolute dignity of living for the calm and fine dignity of death. 

“Now is our stately column broke. 

The beacon’s light is quenched in smoke, 

The trumpet’s silver voice is still. 

The warder’s silent on the hill.” 

His death was marked by the calm fortitude that reveals the hope 
and courage of the true man of God, and his epitaph is written in the 
hearts of the hundreds to whom he ministered. 

REV. JACOB H. HOLLAND 

Rev. Jacob H. Holland was born in Jackson County, Mississippi, 
Nov. 30, 1829. He was happily converted and joined the Methodist 
Church at the early age of ten years. On January 16, 1851, he was 
married to Sarah A. Smith. She was a true help-meet, indeed, in his 
useful itinerant life. He soon became impressed with the belief that 
he was called to preach the Gospel, and was licensed in 1852. For a 
number of years he did effective work as a local preacher, supplying 
Okoha and Rankin Circuits. He was admitted on trial in the Missis- 
sippi Annual Conference Dec. 9, 1869. He was ordained local Deacon 
by Bishop Paine, Sept. 2, 1864, and Elder by Bishop McTyeire, Dec. 
12, 1868. He was appointed to Philadelphia Circuit, 1870 — 71; 
Paulding Circuit, 1872, 73, 74, 75; Trenton, 1876—77; Union, 
1878 — 79; Shady Grove, 1880; Enterprise Circuit, 1881, Vancleve, 
1882 — 83; Ellisville Circuit, 1884; Neshoba, 1885—86; Marion, 1887 
— 88; Bethel, 1889; Whittington, 1890 — 91; Americus, 1892, ’93, ’94; 
Nicholson, 1895; Fuller, 1896; Linwood, 1897; Gulfport Mission, 1898; 
St. John’s, 1898. During this year his health gave way, and at the 
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Annual -Coafereace he asked to b3 placed upon the honor roll of the 
Conference. He was superannuated 1900, 1901 and 1902. 

As a preacher of the gosp3l, he was plain impressive, practical, 
and at times, effective and powerful. He delighted to work and 
preach in revival and campmeetings. Around the altar crowded with 
earnest seekers for salvation, “Uncle Jake,” as he was lovingly called, 
had few equals. It was a sweet privilege to hear him sing and pray, 
and point sinners to the Lamb of God, that takelh away the sin of the 
world. 

He was instrumental in the salvation of many precious, blood- 
bought, immortal souls. He was strong, enthusiastic, sweet-spirited, 
and was beloved by all who knew him. There are many bright stars 
in his crown of rejoicing in the bright world above. 

His conversion was of that clear and well-defined character 
that impress the whole life, and hence it was followed by an active 
and ardent piety. It was deep, simple, earnest and beautiful. 
He lived and died a Christian, whose purity was never doubted in the 
least. He lived in companionship with his Lord and Master. A man 
of amiable, gentle and sweet spirit, full of faith and the Holy Ghost. 

He moved to California with his only sou, W. J. Holland, in 
August, 1901, with the hope of improving his health, but instead, he 
grew worse soon after his arrival, and was in a short time transferred 
to his eternal home. He fell sweetl}" asleep in Jesus, in Berkeley, Cal., 
January 18, 1902. 

The last time I saw him and told him good-bye, he said, “Brother 
Parker, I expect to meet you in heaven ” He was on his way then to 
take the train for his far away western home. He suffered much in 
his last days, but was ready to go at the call of the Master. Though 
his sufferings were almost beyond endurance, he never gave up prayer 
or the reading of the Holy Bible. The day before he died he requested 
that the 23d and 116th Psalms be read; then asked those around him 
to sing “I’m Going Home to Die No More.” At midnight he again 
called his family and friends around bis bed and told them that he was 
dying. “I want you all to meet me in heaven.” After prayer and a 
few of his favorite songs, he said “I am dying — Hallalujah! Glory!” 
and passed away. 

“Servant of God, well done! 

Thy glorious warfare’s past; 

The battle’s fought, the victory’s won, 

And thou art crowned at last.” 

REV. J. P. DRAKE. 

Rev. James Perr}’ Drake is no more, for God has taken him. He 
passed to his heavenly reward in the early morning of January 19, 
1902. His trouble was gastritis, which had such a firm hold upon him

that it baffled the skill of his physicians, and resisted the careful and 
affectionate ministrations of watchful loved ones. His illness was long 
and painful, but his trust in God was unshaken. He said, ‘‘My heart 
and my flesh fail, but God is the strength of my heart and m 3 " por- 
tion forever.” With his entire family around him — save one daughter, 
who was far away at school — in the quiet of that earl 3 ’ beautiful Sab- 
bath morning his spirit laid off its mortal load and entered into the rest 
of an eternal Sabbath. By this removal from our midst the Mississippi 
Conference has lost one of its purest and most valuable members, 
whose form and features will be missed in its annual convocations, but 
whose benign influence and Christly example will abide through the 
coming years. 

Brother Drake was born in Jefferson county. Miss., not far from 
Natchez, Aug. 4, 1847. He came of an honorable parentage. His 
father, the late Bev. B. M. Drake, D. D. , was of the famil}’ of Drakes 
of Robson county, N. C , who iiave an unbroken genealogy from the\ 
3 "ounger brother and adopted heir of Sir Francis Drake. His mother 
was the daughter of Capt. James Truman Magruder, who came to Miss- 
issippi from Maryland more than a century ago, and who was a decend- 
ant of “Rob Roy” McGregor, of Scottish fame. Both parents were 
leading spirits in the early Methodism of Mississippi, and were noted 
for their eminent piety, intelligence, and force of character. To this 
cultured and pious couple twelve children were born. Among the sevens 
who lived to be grown was James Perry. With such a parentage 
it is not surprising that he gave himself early in life to the service of 
the church under whose influence and doctrine he had been reared. 

His early education was received at a private school, where he was 
prepared for the college Sophomore class. He possessed fine mental 
qualities; a quick, grasping, and discriminating intellect. After the 
Civil War he taught for a while in Baton Rouge; then in Greenville, 
Port Gibson, and Natchez. While teaching he prepared himself for 
the profession of law, but did not practice a very great while. As 
a layman he was actively engaged in Christian work, filling the offlce of 
steward and Sunday-school superintendent in Natchez and Vidalia. 

In September, 1873, he was married to Miss Clara B. Wailes, of 
Woodville, Miss. After twent 3 ’-eight 3 "ears of happ 3 " wedded-life, she, 
with six of the nine children that brightened their home, is left to 
walk life’s weary wa}" without him. 

When God called him from a profitable secular life to the gospel 
ministry, he cheerfully obeyed. “Speak, Lord; thy servant heareth,” 
was the language of his heart. At the session of the Mississippi Con- 
ference held at Natchez in December, 1876, he was received into the 
traveling connection on trial. 

His first appointment was Kingston, where he spent two 3 "ears; 
thence to Woodville, two years; thence to Bolton, two years; thence to 
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Fayette, four years; thence to Moss Point, two }’ears; thence to Shubuta, 
four years; thence to Edwards, four years; thence to Bay St. Louis, 
three years, and thence to Summit, wliere he had just been appointed 
for the third time, and where he laid down his implements of warfare 
for his crown of reward. In all of these appointmei^ts he labored with 
a zeal and energy, a consecration and lo}'alty, a trueness and devotion 
to duty that was heroic. He impressed his character and work on the 
people he served, and many are the souls that will rise up and call him 
blessed . 

He was a gospel preacher, strong, clear, logical, convincing, and 
often gave expression to brilliant conceptions of the divine truth . He 
was thoroughly acquainted with the theology of his church; he “knew 
of the doctrine.” consequently he was edifying and instructive in his 
exposition of the Scripture. His preaching was reinforced by a con- 
sistent life. He lived the gospel he loved so well to preach. He was 
“an epistle known and read of all men,” and the people “took 
knowlediie of him that he had been with Jesus.” To elevate and 
strengthen the spiritual life of his parishioner was one of the chief 
objects of his preaching. He declared the whole counsel of God as 
revealed to him, “warning every man and teaching every man in all 
wisdom,” that he might “present every man perfect in Christ Jesus.” 
He was truly a preacher of righteousness, and he as truly lived the life 
of the righteous; hence, by the twofold influence of preaching and 
living, he was enabled to leave every charge he serv^ed with nobler and 
purer ideals of Christianity. 

He was a devoted pastor. In his pastoral work no personal 
sacriflce was too great for him to make. He was scrupulously con- 
scientious in the discharge of duty, and as long as he had strength, and 
even beyond, he labored. He went with a cheerful heart and kind word 
among the rich and the poor, the sick and the well, the learned and 
the ignorant, the happy and the unhappy, carrying to all alike a message 
of love and the consolation of Christ. It was his especial delight to 
visit the poor, the sick, and the bereaved, and, like his Divine Master, 
his heart was full of tender compassion’for the needy. He shared the 
sorrows of his flock and delighted in their joys . 

His work as a pastor was pre-eminently constructive, both in a spirit- 
ual and material way. Almost every charge he served bears testi- 
mony to his industry in some excellent improvement on building or 
grounds. Conspicuous among the many marks of improvement that 
follow him are a commodious new parsonage at Summit, and a beauti- 
ful church completely flnished and furnished, at Cold Springs, on the 
Summit charge. Besides, by his own efforts he secured the first thousand 
dollars for the handsome new church at Gulf Port. 

He was loyal to his church. He received his appointments as from 
the Lord, and endeavored to fill them in the spirit of Christ. He was 
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not a place seeker. Self, and self aggrandizement, were subordinated 
to tbe higher ideal of a true and unselfish service to the church. To 
take part in some way in the upbuilding of the kingdom of God was his 
highest aspiration. 

Brother Drake was pure in mind and prudent in speech. He was 
free from malice, and never indulged a vindictive spirit. His was a 
noble, generous nature; a gentle, fraternal spirit. He was transparent. 
There were no hidden, jagged spurs about his well-rounded character. 
He possessed that smoothness and gentleness of spirit which gave a 
charm and potency to his life, and breathed the fragrance of a soul in 
^ harmony with Christ. The poise of his well-balanced character was 
not easily disturbed. 

He held the unqualified and abiding confidence and esteem of his 
brethren in the ministry. No man in our Conference was more loved 
than he . He possessed that charily which ‘ ‘suffereth long and is kind, ” 
which “envieth not,” which “vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up,” 
which “Doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil . ” 

He was the very soul of honor and chivalry. These virtues which 
shone with such resplendence in the galaxy of virtues which adorned 
his life were manifest on all occasions, but were unostentatiously worn. 

But it was in the home that he was best known and most loved. 
His home was the dearest place on earth, and its inmates were -the 
objects of his tenderest affection. Love was the underlying and 
governing principle there. His devotion to his children was strong 
and impartial. His chivalrous attention to his wife, who had stood so 
bravely by his side in shadows aiul in sunshine, is worthy of all 
imitation . 

The light of his life revealed to the world about him that he had 
an intelligent conception of God, an exalted spiritual grasp of Christ 
and a lofty purpose of self-denying fidelity to his high calling. 

REV. JOHN WESLEY HARMON. 

Rev. John Wesley Harmon, son of Zebu Ion and Mary Kino- 
Harmon, was born in Augusta, Ky., Feb. 12, 1S21. He was educated 
at Augusta College, under Drs. Ruter and Durbin, and at St. Charles 
^ College, Mo., under Dr. G. W. Fielding. After teaching a while he 
studied medicine at the Ohio State Universit}". 

For some }^ears he had resisted a clear call to preach; but durino- 
a revival in the old Wesley Chapel, Cincinnati, held by John Newland 
Maffit, he was induced to yield to the heavenly calling. He joined the 
Mississippi Conference at a time when the States of Mississippi and 
Louisiana and a part of Alabama were included in its area. 

His earlier ministry was almost exclusively given to charges in 
Louisiana, serving at Alexandria, Opelousas, Baton Rouge and New 
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Orleans. At some time prior to 1858, he located to prosecute tem- 
perance work. In December, 1858, he was re-admitted into the 
traveling connection by the Alabama Conference, and appointed to 
Demopolis. In December, 1859, he was appointed to Livingston, 
serving there during 1860 and 1861. He was at Enterprise, Miss., 
then in the Alabama Conference, in 1862 and 1863, and at Macon in 
1864. He was agent for the Orphan’s Fund Association, during the 
year 1865; and pastor at Crawfordsville, Miss., in 1866. 

For want of data, we cannot detail his work for the next four 
years; but in 1870, w'e find him pastor at Brandon in the Mississippi 
Conference; and at the next Conference was appointed Agent for the 
Southwestern Bible Society, 

In December, 1873, he located, giving himself again to the work 
of preaching temperance and organizing the temperance forces. 

He was re-admitted in December, 1881, and appointed to Marion 
in the Meridian District. He served Waynesboro and State Line in 
1883 and 1884. In 1885 and 1886 he was at Summit; in 1887 at 
Morton and Forest; in 1888 and 1889 at Anguilla; in 1890 and 1891 at 
Ocean Springs. 

In December, 1891, he became superannuated; yet, he did not cease 
to work, preaching where occasions offered and writing sermons and 
pamphlets. He was a toiler to the end. In 1894 he published a 
volume of sermons, and few sermons are so readable as these. 

Only a few weeks before his death. Dr. Harmon, as we called 
him, preached two sermons at Moss Point, Miss., of remarkable finish 
and power. Just two weeks before his death he preached twice the 
same day in Meridian. 

He died Sunday, March 9th, 1902, aged 81 years and 27 days. 

Dr. Harmon was married at Baton Rouge, La., Jul}’ 25, 1849, 
to Miss Francis E. Stuart. She left him for heaven June 3, 1894. 
Their married life was, as he declared, “a honey- moon nearly forty- 
five years long. ” There were born to them eight children, two of 
whom died in infanc}^ and another in 1884. Two of his sons are 
members of this Conference. 

Bishop Galloway has written so fully and so well what our hearts 
prompt us to say that we incorporate into our tribute his strong and 
beautiful words: 

“No doubt that feature of Dr. Harmon’s character which will most 
readily occur to his every friend was his buoyant, almost boyish, hope- 
fulness. He was an ardent optimist, both by nature and Methodist 
grace. The very flash of his brilliant eye was like the fire of immortal 
youth, and the tones of his voice had the jubilant ring of a joyous 
childhood. To him every cloud had a silver lining, and behind every 
frowning providence he saw a smiling face. Nobody ever heard him 
talk in doleful tones, or sing in a minor key. Life’s burdens were not

always light, iior were its skies alwa^’S bright, but his faith so constantly 
reveled in happier and more radiant to- morrows that he positively for- 
got the burdens and clouds of to- da}'. Nor was this a thoughtless and 

illogical optimism — a hopefulness born of carelessness. It came partly 
from his joyous, amiable disposition, but mostly from his unclouded 
faith in a God mighty to save. His hopes were not inspired by a 
•‘stream of tendency,” but by a personal God, with infinite love in his 
heart and omnipotence in his strong arm. 

Wliat an inspiration i« such a happy, hopeful spirit! How he 
shames away our gloom and unfaith, and puts within us the quickened 
pulse-beat of a larger spiritual life! With an almost prodigal hand that 
happy man has scattered flowers along the way of life. He literally 
broadcasted the fields with seeds and deeds of kindness. The memory 
of that precious life will itself be a flower of fadeless bloom . 

Dr. Harmon was a gentle, generous spirit, who loved and honored 
his fellow-inen. His heart was made for friendship. In it there were 
no hiding-places for sinister motives and evil imaginings. He was 
singularly free from suspicion, and seemed to be a stranger to resent- 
ment. I am sure he never harbored a revenge, or carried a grudge, 
or nursed a grievance. Without animosities, he had no enemies. In- 
nocent of envyings and jealousies, he never imagined that some one 
stood in his way, or occupied a place to which he was entitled. He 
had sacred aspirations, but no sordid ambitions. 

And how kindly w'as his speech! Harsh criticism did not dwell 
upon his gracious lips. Bitter words had small place in his vocabulary, 
and he never deceived himself with the fact that assault on personal 
character is often the evidence of coarseness rather than of courage. 
He never sought for ulterior motives, and, therefore, never berated or 
betrayed his brethren by misinterpreting them. 0 noble, knightly 
spirit! what a charm thou hast given to the comradeship of the Christian 
ministry! He loved his brethren, and rejoiced'in all their achievements 
for our common Lord . 

Dr. Harmon was an able and eloquent preacher. In the days of 
his full strength he was, at times, a real master of assemblies. To the 
natural gifts of an orator he added the graces of considerable culture 
and the flaming zeal of a true evangelist. Some of his sermons on 
special occasions yet linger in the memory of his surviving hearers, and 
the scenes connected therewith are the traditions of the past forty 
years. He was a resident of Brandon, Miss., in 1870, when Gen. 
Robert E. Lee died, and was invited to deliver a memorial address in 
honor of the great hero. For majestic speech and masterful eloquence, 
it is yet doubted if in -all the Southland any tribute that day surpassed 
the one that enraptured the splendid audience in that Mississippi town . 
I have heard him on occasions when he was remarkably eloquent. 
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The pulpit was bis throne, and, as was eminentl}’^ he 

genuinely loved to occupy it. lie never considered it a hardship, but 
a joy and a privilege to declare his Lord’s message. And when the 
time came for him to retire from active pastoral service, he gracefully 
accepted the judgment of the Conference, but went on preaching in 
every pulpit to which he was invited. 

Dr. Harmon was a fearless and powerful advocate of temperance 
reform. Much of his early, active life was devoted to this great 
cause. He was its courageous champion wlien its friends were few, 
and its enemies were more imperious and tjrannous than now. By 
trenchant pen and eloquent tongue he portrayed the horrors of intem- 
perance and the crimes of the accursed liquor traffic, and won back to 
a life of virtue and sobriet}’ many a nqble young man in the Southwest. 
For the better moral sentiment on that subject which obtains to-day, 
and for any measures of reform that have been secured, honor must 
never be withheld from the name and apostolic labors of John W. 
Harmon , ” 

Song was interspersed in the service and the session closed with 
the benediction . 



FIFTH DAY— MOKNING SESSION. 

Natchez, Miss., Dec. 15, 1902. 

The Conference was called to order at 9 a. m.. Bishop Key in the 
chair. G. W. Bachman conducted the religious exercises, reading the 
34th Psalm, announcing a hymn and leading in prayer.

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church was read 
and adopted as follows: 

REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

To the BisJiop and Members of the Mississippi A.nnual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren — We are glad to call attention to 
the very encouraging prospects of the Church. There has been 
advancement in all departments of work. Notable among these 
is the erection of new and more commodious church edifices and par- 
sonages which have been purchased, rebuilt, enlarged and made more 
comfortable. A few new Societies, Epworth Leagues and Sunday 
Schools have been organized; and a marked increase in the collections 
for the several branches of church work is especially gratifying. The 
ministry also has shared in this material prosperity, and have received 
a deserved and more liberal sustenance.’ The Schools and Colleges 
have an increased patronage and the cause, interest and influence of 
Christian education is widening. 

The church press has contributed in a large degree to this spiritual 
life, and the Sunday School work was never more efficient, helpful and 
inspiring than at present. 

The Epworth League, supplying a long-felt want, has also quick- 
ened and stimulated the zeal of the Church, provoking a more heroic 
religious action. 

There have been revivals in nearly every charge, and, as a result, 
many souls have been converted and a deeper work of grace has been 
wrought in the heart of the Church with a goodiy numV)er enrolled as 
members. For this we are devoutly thankful. 

But we cannot afford to rest here. There is yet much to be 
attained, many difficulties to be overcome and barriers burned away. 
The spiritual life of the Church should be more profound; the abiding 
presence of the Lord in His Church more manifest. This can be 
brought about by a greater consecration on the part of minister and 
laymen, and a more faithful observance of all the means of grace.

The report of the Trustees of the Conference Endowment Fund 
was read, and, on motion, recommitted. 

A. F. Watkins, Agent for the Endowment Fund for Superannuated 
Preachers and the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Preachers, made 
a brief statement to the Conference in the interest of the fund. A 
collection was taken which, in addition to the amount reported from 
the public meeting, reached a total of $13,400.88. 

M. L. Burton read the following report from the Trustees of the 
Orphans’ Home : 
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ORPHANS’ HOME REPORT. 

Natchez, Miss., Dec. 13, 1902. 

To the President and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren — As a committee appointed to 
make a report for the Board of Directors of the Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home, we respectfully submit the following; 

B}' inquiry into the affairs of the Home, we find that during the 
five years of its history, it has continued to make substantial progress. 
Two hundred and nineteen children have been cared for, with only two 
deaths; 109 have been adopted and otherwise disposed of. We are 
more than gratified at the result of this Conference year. The number 
of Orphans now in the Home is 107, and the support has been adequate 
for every need . 

During the past .year, improvements have been made on the 
property, costing more than $1,000, A new kitchen, and other 
necessary rooms, with large hall and galleries, have been added. The 
field has been cultivated and improved. Sufficient corn and hay has 
been gathered to supply the place. The work in cultivating the field, 
gardens, etc., has been done by the boys. The cooking and housework 
has been done by the girls, superintended by a competent matron and 
housekeeper. 

The school has over 70 pupils, taught by two intelligent, conse- 
crated teachers, and continues ten months, five and one-half months 
being a county public term. Nine of our girls have been placed in our 
Church Colleges, and two at the College at Water Valley. As they 
are taken free of board and tuition, the Bo.ird hereby expresses its 
highest appreciation of this kindness. 

We are gratified to note that the religious training of the children 
has been carefully guarded. They attend Sabbath School and preach- 
ing regularly, while the Sunday School lessons are taught, and the 
pastors preach at the Home in the afternoons. Dail}’^ family worship 
is also a part of this training. Thirty-five have united with the 
Church on profession of faith this year, making 77 now members of 
the Church. 

The Sunday School Boards of the North Mississippi and this Con- 
ference supply the Home with Sunday School literature and periodicals. 
Many song and library books have been sent by pastors and other 
friends. 

The circulation of the paper, “Our Home,” is 3,000, and we find 
that it has been much help financially and otherwise. The physicians 
of Water Valley, and Hon. J. Gr. McGowen, have our thanks for 
valuable services rendered. 

In our last report we stated that for good reasons the hospital 
cottage had not been accepted from the contractors. We are glad to 
state that the matter has been adjusted. 
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Contrary to the general policy of Orphanages, we have thought it 
advisable and proper to care for infants. We now have four, and if 
necessary will secure other help at the Home for this purpose. 

The Board has seen the need of a modern heating apparatus in 
the Home. Aftercareful consideration of the matter, they have recom- 
mended that a steam heating apparatus be installed at an approximate 
cost of $1, 200 . This w^oWi we hope to have completed by January 
1st, 1903. 

We had on hand as per last report at Conference ^18. 80. We have 
received since that time from the Mississippi Conference $3,846.56, 
and from the North Mississippi Conference, $4,561.89, making a total 
of $8,427.25. We have expended $7,860.58, leaving a balance in the 
hands of the Treasurer of $566.67. In addition to this, there is in 
the hands of the Manager, unreported to the Treasurer, $1,000. 

The amount due at our last annual Conference — $969.82 — 
has been paid. Tliere is no indebtedness at present There is $1,000 
endowment undisturbed. 

As the terms of otiice of B. L. Bennett and Rev. R. J. Jones 
have expired, we request that their places be filled. 

We have re-elected Rev. W. T. Griffin as Manager and Agent, and 
request his appointment at your. hands.

The report of the Board of Education was read, and, on motion of 
L. P. Brown, adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the MississipjR Conference: 

The Board of Education, concluding its fourth year’s service is 
impelled to premise this final report with a note of hearty congratula- 
tion. There has not been before in its chronicles so uniform a register 
of things done and under way. The Church, as never before, is 
schooling its youth, and in its own institutions. It realizes the 
increasing value, in their enlarged facilities, of its schools. The confi- 
dence of the Church is become fixed in the competence of its servants. 
Ihe boys and girls are going to school at home. We invite you to put 
your hand upon the throbbing pulse of church health, and to believe - 
with us that our schools furnish the vigor and soundness of the pulse. 

It is in a spirit of profound thanks and praise before God that we 
come to you to review the prosperity which has sprung from His bounty 
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to the people composing our conference community. Following is the 
digest drawn from the reports of our colleges, as supplied us by their 
authorities. 

MILLSAPS COLLEGE. 

Millsaps entered its second decade with the current session. Ap- 
propriate ceremonies celebrated this event. These ceremonies were the 
liuppier, as they were held in the presence of the largest student body 
and amidst facilities greater than at any time in the College history. 
Dr. Murrah preserves his happy contideiice in the purpose of the 
Church to make its boys great by making the College greater in all its 
parts. The great college gives a great hand to the worthy, struggling 
youth Its introduction of him later to a world waiting for cultured 
thoroughness is impressive to the world and for the youth. Millsaps 
College is Mississippi’s college for coming men of Mississippi Methodism. 
Each year strengthens her walls, fixes the solidity of her foundations. 
President Murrah and his aids are faithfully doing their work, and we 
rejoice with them in their success. We submit for confirmation as 
trustees the names of A. F. Watkins, W. B. Lewis, R. L. Bennett and 
I. C. Enochs. We recommend the reappointment of J. A. Moore to 
the Chair of Mathematics. 

WHITWORTH COLLEGE. 

The tide towards flood has set in for this honored property of the 
Church. Arrangement of advanced curriculum, increase of faculty 
body and the fullest boarding department for years, together with 
enthusiasm in its administration by President Cooper and Vice Presi- 
dent Hawkins, declare in brief but satisfying terms the bright prospects 
for Whitworth. Names of Mr. Geo. L. Hawkins and Rev. M. L. 
Burton are submitted for confirmation as trustees in place of Dr. J. W. 
Martin, deceased, and Rev. Thos. W. Adams, whose term has expired. 
We recommend the appointment of T. W. Cooper and H. G. Hawkins 
j for President and Vice President, and that I. W. Cooper be appointed 

financial agent for the College. 

li PORT GIBSON. 

The report of its prosperity from its President shows this institu- 
tion proportionately abreast with the others — boarding department full, 
modern convenience provided. President Jones has erected an additional 
dormitory at his own expense, which, he informs us, he purposes 
presenting to the Church. The rehabilitation of this fine old school is 
especially gratifying to this Board, and we hope to hear of constant 
and inai’eased success there. The reappointment of L. S. Jones for 
Presidcmt is recommended; the names of T. W. Adams and J. W. 
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Clianibers are to be confirmed as trustees. The President is appointed 
to act as Financial Agent for the College.

In 
connection with this matter, we beg to amend and repropose resolutions 
looking to the making uniform of our college charters. This instruc- 
tion as amended is as follows: It is again recommended by the Board 

of Education that the' present Board of Trustees of East Mississippi 
Female College be requested to secure such amendments to the present 
charter, or, if need be, such new charter as shall conform to the condi- 
tions set forth in the original conveyance, and align it with other 
educational institutions, which are under the patronage and control of 
the Mississippi Conference; it being the recommendation of this Board 
that such new charter be so framed as to fully protect the present 
contract, with President J. W. Beeson and his property interests there- 
under; and that the present Board of Trustees shall become trustees 
under the new, or amended charter, and that such trustees shall have 
the right to perpetuate themselves until the expiration of the present 
lease to J. W. Beeson; and that the power of rejection or confirmation 
by the Conference be not exercised until the expiration of such lease. 

EDWARD M’GEITEE COLLEGE. 

There is no change of note in the songs our schools have raised in 
unison during the current session. This school for girls has its board- 
ing department taxed to its capacit}', and is preparing to enlarge it. 
The Trustees praise the President of the school, and look with confi- 
dence towards the future of its prized institution. Especially do they 
commend the advantages of it to, and invite for it patronage from, the 
district in >vhich Edward McGehee is established. 

MONTROSE HIGH SCHOOL.

Brethren: — The Board of Missions again bring glad tidings to 
you of prosperity that God has bestowed upon us. Though it seemed 
that on last year we had reached the limit of large contributions, this 
year greater benevolence and liberality have been manifested through- 
out the bounds of the Mississippi Conference, The receipts for for- 
eign missions have been $8654.52, being more than one hundred dol- 
lars in advance of last year. For domestic missions $4656.60 have 
been raised, being over eleven hundred dollars above last year’s col- 
lections. ^ 

Two districts paid the foreign missionary assessment in full, i. e. 
the Natchez and the Forest. One has overpaid both, foreign by $112, 
and domestic by $44.

Much of the prosperity that 
many of our most important charges enjoy to-day is largely due to the 
timely aid given bp the Mission Board: Among these are Capitol St. 

Jackson, East End, Gulfport and Laurel. Especially do we call atten- 
tion to Court Street Church, Hattiesburg, which in two years has be- 
come a strong congregation and will in all probability become self- 
sustaining. We enter new fields praying God’s continuous guidance 
and mercies. 

The Board of Missions calls attention to the plan of the Parent 
Board in the effort to secure support of missionaries by individuals. 
There are laymen and pastoral charges that have rendered much aid in 
this movement but we urge that this cause be more fully presented to 
the laymen of our church. We would indeed be glad to see Dr. Frarn 
supported for many years by the Epworth Leagues of the Mississippi 
Conference as a special work and we urge that this cause be presented 
to every League. 

We beg the brethren to give ail assistance to the “Womans For- 
eign Missionary Society” and the “Womans Home Mission Society” and 
to see that every Sunday school missionary society becomes an institu- 
tion for properly instilling the true missionary idea as well as raising 
collections.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual ConJerence\ 

Dear Brethren — Your Sunda5^ School Board submit the follow- 
ing report: 

Your Board this year has done more satisfactory and efficient work 
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iu the distribution of Sunday School literature to needy schools than 
lieretofore. It has recognized no application for aid where the evidence 
did not fully justify in classing the object as needy. 

We are glad to be able to report an improvement in the observance 
of Children’s Day on the part of pastors and superintendents, and a 
more liberal response to the collections by the various charges. Tha 
receipt^ this year have far exceeded those of last, and, we believe, 
there, is a healthy growth. However, some of the brethren are still 
delinquent, and either neglect or refuse to observe the day as the Disci- 
pline directs. 

In accordance with paragraph 243 of the Discipline, a Conference 
Sunday School Convention was held last March at Utica which has 
been of great benefit to the Sunday School interests of the Conference. 
Dr. H. M. Hamill was with us on that occasion. The next convention 
will be held at Hattiesburg some time in April or May next, and Prof, 
and Mrs. II. M. Hamill have been invited by the new Board to hold an 
Institute in connection therewith. 

The Board urges upon pastors the importance of introducing the 
Bible Teachers’ Study Circle into their Sunday Schools for the prepara- 
tion of teachers. 

At a meeting of the General Sunday School Board, Sept. 9, 1902, 
a resolution was unanimously passed requesting each of the Annual 
Conferences to set apart a night as early as practicable in the session 
for the holding of a Sunday School anniversary, and we ask a com- 
pliance with this request.

REPORT OF THE EP WORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The Epworth League Board submit the following as their Annual 
Report: 

Our General Secretary reports “That the Epworth League has 
shown signs of life and activity since the beginning of the new quad- 
renium. The concern and favorable action of the late General Confer- 
ence have greatly stimulated the Spirit of the work throughout the 
connection. The League meetings held during the past summer have 
been uniformly the best in the history of the organization. Every- 
where they have been marked by spirituality and an intelligent grasp of 
the League’s responsibility as an auxiliary of the Church.” We re- 
joice to have so favorable a report of this department of our work. 
We call attention to the effort of our late General Conference to put 
the Epworth League on a footing of self support. And we recommend 
that our pastors urge upon their local League chapters, the importance 
of responding to the assessment levied upon them. This ten cent as- 
sessment is too smali to be burdensome to any one, and yet if it is 
faithfully carried out, it will go a long way towards the maintenance of 
the general League organization. 

In this connection it is proper to call attention to the paragraph 
in the new Discipline which particularly charges pastors concerning the 
organization of Junior Epworth Leagues for pastoral instruction of 
children. 

While we commend the Literary and Social features of the League 
movement, we do not think anything should overshadow the Spiritual, 
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and the department of charity and help. We do not believe a useful 
Epworth Leage can be operated in any Church where the young people 
are not religious. 

In our judgment one of the great opportunities of the League is 
to develop a missionary spirit among the young people of the church. 
We therefore recommend that mission study classes be formed where- 
ever practicable, and that missionary collections be taken in our League 
meetings, and thus bring our young people in vital touch with the 
great forward movement of our Methodism. 

We are glad to see the Epworth Era maintaining a high standard 
of excellence, and we heartily commend it to our young people as 
worthy of their liberal patronage. It is ably edited by an honored 
member of our own body. 

We offer the lollowing resolutions: 

Firsts That we will endeavor, whenever practicable, to organize 
Epworth Leagues, and Junior Epworth Leagues, where they do not al- 
ready exist. 

Second^ That we endorse the organization of the Conference 
League in lieu of the State League Conference, and pledge our co-oper- 
ation in the work of that body. 

Thirds That we urge our Presiding Elders to co- operate with the 
District Secretaries appointed by order of the Conference League in se- 
curing and maintaining District League Conferences. 

Fourth. That we commend the Seashore Epworth League Assem- 
bly and urge our Leaguers to attend this superb school of League 
methods.

Constitution and By. Laws of the Mississippi Conference 
Brotherhood, as Revised and Amended at the 
Regular Meeting, Dec. 13, 1901. 



preamble. 

Feeling that we may aid each other by the organization 
of a Brotherhood on the mutual insurance plan, and that our families 
may derive benefit therefrom, therefore we, the undersigned traveling 
preachers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in the State of 
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Mississippi, with a view to affording immediate assistance to the fam- 
ily of a deceased brother, and such superannuated members as may 
come under the regulations bereinaf ter specified, do pledge ourselves 
to each other, according to the term Brotherhood, hereinafter de- 
scribed. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. This organization shall be known as the Brotherhood 
of Traveling Preachers of the Mississippi Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Chuich, South. 

Article 2, Every effective traveling preacher of said Missis- 
sippi Conference, not over fort}’ years of age, may be elected to mem- 
bership. 

Article 3. The membership of this Brotherhood shall not extend 
beyond the limits of said Mississippi Conference, except in the case of 
the transfer of a member to another Conference, when said member so 
transferred may continue his membership by complying with the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws of said Brotherhood. 

Article Jf, Any person may become an honorary member of this 
Brotherhood, with all its privileges and obligations, except to be a 
claimant on the mortuary fund. 

Article 5. The officers of said Brotherhood shall consist of a 
President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Board of Man- 
agers ot live, and such other officers as may from time to time be 
elected. 

Article 6. The officers of said Brotherhood shall be elected, quad- ’ 
riennially, at the time and place of the meeting of the annual Confer- 
ence, by receiving a plurality of the votes cast by those present, 
and shall serve without compensation. 

Article 7. Any permanentl}’^ superannuated member may receive 
his benefit and thereby terminate his claim upon the mortuary fund of 
the Brotherhood; provided he be recommended by the Board of Mana- 
gers at an annual meeting; and provided also there have not been 
more than two assessments made during the previous 'twelve months. 

Article 8. It shall be the duty of each beneficiary member upon 
official notic*e to remit to the treasurer an assessment of $5. 00, and of 
each honorary member an assessment of $1.00. If any member shall 
fail to pay said assessment within sixty days after the call of the Sec- 
retary, he shall be deprived, by suspension, of all benefitsof the Broth- 
erhood, and if said assessment shall not have been paid within four 
months, such delinquency shall work a forfeiture of membership. 

Article 9. No part oHhe foregoing Constitution shall be changed or 
amended, except by a majority vote of the beneficiary members of the ' 
Brotherhood. 

BY-LAWS. 

Sectio 7 i 1. The oflQcers of the Brotherhood shall perform such 
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duties as usually pertain to such offices in similar organizations, and in 
addition thereto such other duties as have been specified in the Con- 
stitution. 

Section 2. The regular meeting of the Brotherhood shall be held 
at the place and time of meeti«g of the Mississippi Conference, on such 
day and at such hour as the President may designate, by giving due 
notice by proclamation in the Conference, as other notices are given; 
and the members of the Brotherhood present, after such notice is given, 
shall constitute a quorum to transact business. 

Section 8. The Board of Managers shall at all times have access 
to the books of the Secretary and Treasurer and shall have power of 
removal from these offices for sufficient cause, and to fill all vacancies 
that may occur. All matters of complaint shall be referred to them, 
and they shall have power in the interim of the regular meetings of the 
Brotherhood to advise, direct and control the affairs of the Brother- 
hood within the restrictions of the Constitution. 

Section Jf.. Each and every person seeking admission into the 
Brotherhood as a beneficiary member shall take upon himself this 
pledge: “I do hereby promise to comply with the Constitution and 

By-Laws of the Brotherhood of Traveling Preachers of the Mississippi 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, paying my an- 
nual dues and all assessments whenever notified and requested so to 
do, and to use all diligence in building up and promoting the interest 
of the Brotherhood; and in default thereof I agree to forfeit all my 
rights and privileges under said Constitution and By-Laws. 

Section 5. Any member suspended for non-payment of dues or 
assessments, may be re-instated at any time' by paying to the Treasurer 
the dues and assessments which have accrued during the past twelve 
months, provided said suspended member is not beyond the age of 
forty years; if beyond the age of forty years be may be re instated 
after payiim also all assessments that have accrued since his suspension. 

Section 6. These By-Laws, or any of them, may be altered or 
amended by a majority vote of the members present at any regular 
meeting of the Brotherhood.
